The Mississippi Agricultural and 
Mechanical College. 


THE FIRST AND MOST SUCCESSFUL. 


A Sketch of Its Organization—The Manner 
of Its Support, and the Wonderful 
Popularity it is Enjoying. 


e 

STARKVILLE, Miss.; November 21.—[Staff 
correspondence Constitution.) — Whatever 
position one may choose to accord Missis- 
sippiin point of material development and 
prosperity, one thing is certain and sure, in 
all that relates to the industrial and mechani- 
cal education of itssons and daughters, the 
state has done more in that direction than any 
state in the south, and possibly as much as 
any state in thé union. 

Here, in the village of Starkville, with a 
population of less than ten hundred,|is located 
an institution that in point of completeness of 
equipment and successful operation is without 
a parallel in the American continent. 

I refer to the Agricultural and Mechanical 
college of Mississippi! 

A few facts concerning it can be only of in- 


terest, and as these facts were obtained from a 


personal interview with Gencral Stephen D. 
Lee, the president, they are authoritative and 
exact,and should carry weight with them. The 
college has only been in operation eight years. 
It owes its origin directly to the land script 
fund the general government. divided among 
the different states, but this fund would have 
been totally inadequate to have equipped and 
supplied the institution with its various and 
manifold wants and needs had not the state of 
Mississippi generously contributed to its sup- 
port. There is one thing about this people that 
ought always to be remembered to their credit, 
not that they are lacking in good qualities, 
however, they have always manifested a wil- 
lingness to be taxed to support institutions 
thatare the medium of conveying useful in- 


formation to the people. 

The college was organized in the fall of 1880, 
the land scrip fund received from the general 
government amounted to $227,000, but under 
the law only asmall per cent of it could be 
expended for land, the amount having to be 
be held in bulk, the annual interest being used 
in support of the institution; $15,000 of the 
fund was expended in buying land, and 2,000 
acres of the poorest and oat desirable land 
about Starkville was purchased for the college. 
The reason for purchasing worn-out land will 
be explained later on. With all this land and 
no buildings or equipment stood the experi- 
ment in 1880. The first appropriation made 
by the state was in 1880, when $85,000 was 

iven; this amount wasimmediately placed 
into brick and mortar, and before twelve 
months had elapsed, a commodious and con- 
venient brick building had been erected. 
Without going into many details, the state of 
Mississippi gave in 1882 an appropriation of 
$120,000, in the same year a second donation 
of $9,611, in 1884 an appropriation or $65,000, 
in 1886 one of $50,000, or, in round numbers, 
the state has spent in equipping the college, 
$329,611. This money was expended in the 
erection of necessary buildings, for in 1880 
there was not a roofon the whole 2,000 acres. 
Today the college grounds present this appear- 
ance; the main college building, a handsome 
structure of brick and stone, in which are the 
recitation, lecture and chapel halls; a large 
dormitory building of one hundred or more 
rooms, capable of comfortably accommodating 
250 students, besides the necessary rooms for 
yersons in authority ; a chemical [laboratory, of 
brick, well supplied with apparatus; a mess 
hall, of wood, wherein the students eat, and 
where all the cooking is done and the supplies 
are kept; a hospital, of wood, where the sick

sia-eoneel . to thelr credit 

Much of the farm work is performed by the 
students—not all, for the reason that on such 
a larze tract of land, there are pa too re- 
mote to permit men men who are only capable 
of doing so many hours per day to work it; 
but the hired labor employed costs very little 

In company with General Lee, who has been 
president of the institution since its organiza- 
tion, and who has done more perhaps to make 
it what it is and to popularize it with the peo- 
ple throughout the state, a tour of the whole 
place was made. The lecture and recitation 
reoms were visited. Everything was plain, but 
neat and comfortable ; the appliances for illas- 
tration and experiment were complete and sys- 
tematized. The course of study in the college 
is not elective, every student is compelled to 
take a prescribed course, and after graduation 
may then devote his time and energy to the 
study of some particular branch more in detail. 
In the chemical department, agricultural and 
industrial chemistry is perhaps more thor- 
oughly taught than in any institution in the 
country, because the ‘student is eompelled to 

erform actual work. The professor of chem- 
stry is the state chemist and the analysis of 
fertilizers is conductéd in his department; the 
manufacturer pays $25 for each analysis, a part 
of which goes to the professor and a part to the 
college, and other actual work of an important 
character is performed here, which will be ex- 
plained later on when the operations of the 
iarm are described. 

In the mess hall nein do ge - is neat and or- 
derly, the meals are served in military style, 
and are well conducted. The most wholesome 
fare is given to the students, for they require 
it.. The outdoor work these men perform 
whets their appetite, and they eat like what 
they are—strong, robust, healthy workers. 
General Lee carried me into the kitchen, 
where the dinner was being prepared. At 
eight dollars per month, one would not think 
that a very attractive meal cou!d be prepared, 
and yet here is what the students had that Sat- 
urday: Roast pork, the meat being raised at 
the college; rice, turnip greens, peas, potatoes, 
tomatoes, corn bread, baker’s bread, with cof- 
fee and milk. Surely one requires nothing 
more, and the menu is_ sufficiently 
varied each day as to preyent any 
one from tiring of any _ particular 
food. 

On each student’s entrance he is required to 
deposit five dollars as a medical fee. This 
supports a regularly organized military hos- 
pital in charge of a trained nurse from the 
Charity hospital in New Orleans. <A physi- 
cian, also resident, looks after the sick, but, as 
a rule, the habits of the young men are such 
that there is very little sickness among them. 
In the dormitories there is no overcrowding. 
Last term General Lee permitted three to oc- 
cupy one room, but becoming eonvinced that it 
was not healthful, he ordered it to be discon- 
tinued. Now only two are quartered together. 
On account of limited sleeping accommoda- 
tions, the college cannot begin to accommo- 
date those who apply. The applications from 
states other than Mississippi are simply aston- 
ishing. Of course, none can be taken, for the 
reason that the institution being a 
state college where tuition is free, the state 
demand must be first met, and so far this 
has not been done. If the Mississippi as- 
sembly should appropriate $50,000 for the 
erection of a dormitory the size of the present 
one,§I venture the statemont, §obtained from 
conversation with menin no wise connected 
with the college, that it would be immediate- 
ly occupied. There are today scores of appli- 
cations on file in the secretary’s oflice, and 
as soon as a student drops out because of sick- 
ness or the fact that he has been offered the 
management of some creamary or farm, there 
is a rush for the vacancy. 

The college is so wonderfully successful and 
s0 universally popular in Mississippi, and that 
too among aclass of people who in Georgia are 
enemies of education, that ILasked General 
Leethe canse. His answer is significant, and 
to those who are interested in education all im- 
portant. Said he, ‘“‘we have never lost sight 
of the purpose. for which we were 
founded. On the contrary, we have 
always steadily pursued it; organized as an 
agricultural college we have always been one;

great antagonist, the duke of Welli: gton), told a 
yéenerable French general officer, who repeated it 
to the writer, that when the emperor went to Elba 
he had 6@,000,000 francs covered up in Paris alone. 
t Of the $!2,000,000 hard cash paid over at one time 
by the United States to Napoleon as first consul in 
1803, it was common rumor—not very general, you 
may be sure, howgver—that 7,500,000 francs of the 
sum was never accounted for in vouchers. This 
might casily have been. Napoleon was then first 
cous for life. He could do just what he chose, 
and nobody dared cali him to account, 

It is not yery difficult to hide money in large 
sums, too, so it cannot be found, be the search ever 
so careful, Ferdinand Ward has some millions 
thus covered up, and no human being has ever yet 
found a clue to the stolen trcasure. It was said and 
believed by many people, too, that Stephen Girard, 
of Philadelphia, had a large sum in his hands be- 
longing to Napoleon I, which he would have hand- 
ed over to him had he succeeded in getting away to 
the United States after Waterloo, as he tried to do. 
Louis XVIIL, through his minister of finance, did 
allin his power to discover this hidden treasure, 
but those who knew would never tell. Th>y prob 
ably took itthemselves when the emperor died in 
1821. Butit is a very interesting and romantie 
story, the disappearance absolutely of the greatest 
fortune in the world’s history up to that time, leay 
ing not a trace behind.

cow-sheds, calf-sheds, creamery, silos, engine 
and machinery rooms, together with other 
necessary buildings for the successful opera- 
tion of a large farm. Thecollege buildings are 
located ina beautiful grove of native oaks 
upon a slight clevation, and the effect of the 


whole is exceedingly pleasant. The Mobile 
and Ohio branch from Artesia divides the 
property, giving excellent railroad accommo- 
dations, 

Now, for the years 1886 and 1887 the Missis- 
sippi legislature appropriated $50,900 to the 


| coliege, and the interest on the land scrip fund 
‘for the same period was $9,857, making the in- 


come of the college for the two years, $59,857, 
or $29,928.50. Including assistant tutors and 
heads of departments upon the farm, the num- 
ber of instructors are twenty-two, and have to 
be supported out of this amount. This would 
make salaries. small, but for one fact, 
and that is, the farming operations, 
instead of being a source of expense, as they 
are elsewhere area source of revenue, more 
than sufficient to pay all the cost of instrue- 
tion and operation in that direction, thus leay- 
ing the entire income of the college tothe 
maintenance of the regular college officers. 

‘his fact alone is sufficient to attract attention 
to the institution, 

There are today in attendance upon the insti- 
tution over 276 students, which was the exact 
number last year. General Leo was obliged 
last term to refuse over fifty applicants on ac- 
count of limited accommodations. He will 
not permit over two students to occupy aroom, 
believing that more will be conducive to ill 
health; and forthis reason the institution ig» 
somewhat limited now in the number of stu- 
dents it can accommodate in its dormitories. 
Of course, aS many as desire can attend, pro- 
vided they will lodge elsewhere; but nearly 
very student desires a place in the college be- 
ause of its cheapness, and also because of its 
admirable system and training. The college is 
strictly military also, in addition to its other 
features, and is in charge of a regularly ap- 
pointed United States army oflicer. The con- 
duct at table, in dormitory, and in recitation 
room is sirictly soldierly, and adds greatly to 
the efforts of those who desire to give the boys 
an excellent education at the lowest possible 
price. 

General Lee informed me that the class of 
students received was almost entirely from 
the farming classes—boys, sons of small farm- 
ers, who sought the institution for the purpose 
of obtaining an education. Over nine-tenths, 
perhaps, were from this class, and the item of 
expense was 4 great object with them. Every 
thing is free saye boasd, and that is given to 
the students at actual cost. The expensesof a 
student for one year at the college cannot ver 

well exceed $124, divided as follows: Board, 
9months, at 28 per month, $75; uniform, 
$18.35; coal, $4; books, $12; furniture, $6; 
washing $6.75; medical fee, $5. Surely for 
nine months at college $124 igasmall sum, 
but at Siarkville it is jeven stl further re 
duced. Students are required to work so many 
hours per day, receiving 8 cents per hour 
for their labor. This money is 
not aid to them in cash, bu. 
is credited mpon their board accountt 

An expert bookkeeper in the employ of the 
inetitution, who, in addition to his duties as 
agent for the college, keeps accurately the ac- 
count of each student. ‘The expense of $124 

r year is greatly reduced by many students; 
or instance, at the last session there were two 
students who made $59.03 by their labor: there 
was one who made £68.45 for the term; there 
were sixteen.who reduced theirs to $75.86 for 
the term; there were thirteen who rednced 
theirs to $86.46, and eighteen who paid only 
$6.37 for nine months, while al! paid consid- 
erably less than the necessary $124.00. I vis- 
ited the college on Saturday, a day when the 
boys are not compelled to perform manual 
labor, but can do so if they desire, and what 
did Isee? Three hundred yards below the 
rounds, in a stretch of low land were twenty 
ys with coats off and sleeves rolled up ditch- 
ing, spading, sheyeling, using the pick and 
crowbar with the ease and results of 
veteran laborers—twenty young fellows with 
brawny arm and muscle, paying their way 
through college by their own mannual labor! 
And there will not be one among that number 
who will make a failure in Jife! Passing by 
the stable and cattle yards there were students 
at work there; anumler making butter that 
finds ready sale in New Orleans, a number 
painting and repairing the agricultural imple- 
ments for the next year’s work, others clean- 
ing up the cattle yards, others storing away 
e, oe am in all, one hundred doing some 

ul kind of labor. And, mark you, it was 
not obligatory that day for it was a y of rest 
with them, but their hearts ined

practical nature, and the farmer at first dis- 
posed to resent the insinuation that his child- 
ren could be taught how to make land pro- 
ductive better here than at home, has about 
come round, and now comes here himself with 
his troubles. We get inquiries every day from 
farmers in regard to farm matters, all of 
which are promptly answered.” « 

‘When we were organized they put us here 
on old, worn-out land which we believed at 
the time would cause the whole affair to be a 
failure. But it has turned out a blessing. The 
people have seen what we have produced by 
our efforts from that old land, have noted the 
improved condition of that land, and we have 
inspired them with confidence and the insti- 
tution commands their respect. I believe,’ 
continued General Lee, ‘“‘that the college has 
no better friends in the state than the farmers, 
and I judge by the fact that over half of our 
— are the sons of real practical farmers,”’ 

he president was too modest to speak of 
the hold the college had upon the people gen- 


erally, but the sentiment of the state is that 


what was first tried as an experiment has be- 
come a certainty, and what was once doubtful 
has resulted in a success that. all Missis- 
sippi is proudly conscious of. In another let- 
ter I will speak of the wonderful farming op- 
erations of the college, and especially of the 
theory of Professor Galley for restoring fey- 
tility to old, worn-out land, that has attracted 
so much favorable attention. a. Hi. P.

WHOLE SECTIONS ARE LAID WASTE 


Hiouses and Barnes Burned Down~Railroad 
Property, Destroyed and People 
Pleeing for Their Liyes. 


FLAME 


Sr. Louw, November 25.—For several days 
a Veritable cloud of gloom has hung over St. 
Louis and life has been rendered aMnost intol- 
erable by smoke. During the day the sun is 
alnost totally obscured or appears simply asa 
dull red ball, and at night the moon and stars 
are invisible, and even the street lamps are 
not visible to the naked. cye, except at very 
close range. 

All the people are coughing and rubbing 
their aching and inflamed eyes, and cursing 
the drought and forest fires that. are devas- 
tating vast sections of country in all directions, 
Smoke is over and about and in everything. 
The streets are fall of it, the houses are full of 
it, the people’s eyes, noses and lungs are full 
of it, and timid porsoms are afraid to go to 
sleep atnight lest the dense smoke should suf- 
focate them. It all comes from the forest and 

wrairie fires that are burning fiercely in Illinois, 
iiiasout, Arkansas, Indiana, Texas, Tennes- 
see and the Indian Territory. ‘ 

EXTENT OF THE. CONFLAGRATION, 

Your correspondent met Mr. L. B. Farley, of 
Hot Springs, Ark, who had just come in over 
the Iron Mountain railroad, traveling through 
a section atilicted by the scourge of fire. 

“The forest and prairie fires that are now 
devastating the southwest are much morede- 
structive and. widespread than people believe,”’ 
said Mr. Farley. ‘“The forests of northeast- 
ern Arkansas have been burning for three 
weeks, and hundreds of thousands of acres of 
timber have been. destroyed. Around Hot 
Springs the fires have been burning fiercely, and 
foraiew nights the landscape was entirely 
circled with flame. For two hundred miles 
this side of Little Rock the air is thick with 
gray, stifling smoke, freighted with ashes. 
The fires seem to be working all northeast,and 
from the reporis received it seems the destruc- 
tion is not confined to forests, but the crops 
and improvements on hundreds of farms have 
fallen a prey tothe flames. Isaw a strip of 
territory about ten miles long a few days after 
the flames had passed over it, and it would be 
hard to conceive anything more desolate. It 
had been covered with a fine forest,and all that 
remained was the black and burned earth and 
some charred stumps. 

PRAIRIES AND FORESTS ALIKE SUFFER. 

“The dry prairies form a combustible link 
between the forests, and there is nothing that 
wil] put an end, to the destruction but a heavy 
rain. Coming up on the train the progress of 
the fires could be seen on allsides. Southwest 
Missouri seems to be suffering severely. Stod- 
dard county and some of the adjoining coun- 
ties, which are low and swampy, are being 
swept by the flames. The underbrush and 
scrub oaks that grow in the swamp are ary as 
tinder and burn rapidly.” 

“Did you hear of any lives being lost 

“No: but 1 heard rumors that some hunters 
were surrounded by fires, but there is nothing 
authentic regarding the loss of life. Generally 
the farmers are warned: by the smoke and 
wind, and if they embrace the opportunity can 
escape.” | 

BAD NEWS FROM MANY SECTIONS. 

From other sources your correspondent ob- 
tained information of a similar character con- 
cerning the work of the destroying element in 
this immediate vicinity and throughout the 
south and southwest. Dispatches from many 
towns and railroad gtations show that vast 
areas of timber land and cultivated country 
have been and are now under the sway of the 
fire fiend in southern Dlinois and Indiana, A 
dispatch from Anna, Ll1., says: 

“The forest fires are still raging in nearly 
all paris of tl:is (Union) county and surround- 
ing counties. By almost superhuman efforts 
they had been confined to the swamps and 
waste lands, and were doing about as much 
good as harm, but the high wind of Saturday 
and Sunday scattered the flames, and for the 
past two days they have been spreading rap- 
idly. The smoke to-day was almost unbear- 
able, being so thick that the sun could scarcely 
be seen. Reports coming up from the Missis- 
sippi bottoms are that many pieces of valuable 
timber land have caught fire, and nothing can 
be done to check the Hames. The farm of M. 
V. Eaves is suffering very much, several 
thousand rails having been burned, and more 
arein danger. A barn on his farm caught 
fire yesterday and was destroyed, together 
with the contents and some agricultural imple- 
ments, a large buggy, etc. Several other 
barns were burned. The farmers of the entire 
region, assisted by many people from town, 
are hard at work fighting the fires, although 
little can be done to stay their progress. 
The woods a few miles east of Anna are now 
burning. } 

“The farm residence of A. W. Musgroye, 
several miles east of town, caught fire from 
the burning woods and was destroyed, together 
with the contents. The forests around Don- 
gola, nine miles south of here, caught Satur- 
day, and for a while the town was in great 
peril, but the fire is now partly under control, 
though the danger to the town is still great. 
Fires on the tics and bridges of the Mobile and 
Ohio railroad for the past few days have de- 
layed trains considerably, Telegraph poles on 
the lines of both the Ilfnois Central and Mo- 
bile and Ohio have been burned, cansing great 
annoyance and delay. No rain to speak of has 
fallen here for five months.”’ 

VILLAGES IN ASHES, 

From other towns in Illinois come like stories 
of devastation, each telling of the general work 
of destruction or reciting some particular 
event such as the burning of fine residences or 
farm property, narrow escapes of people and 
live stock and thrilling experiences of fire 
fighters. 

A dispatch from Shelbyyille, I1., gives the 
facts, with meagre details, of the burning of 
the little village of Findlay, a few miles from 
Shelbyville. Nota btsiness house was left 
standing except the postoftice, and only four 
or five residences in the outskirts of the vil- 
lace remain. ‘he town had about one thon- 
sand inhabitants. The burned and burning 
district extends clear over into Indiaha, and 
dispatches from Leopold, Seymour and other 
interior towns tell tales of trouble by fires. 
From many points in Missouri come dispatches 
of similar import, while many of an equally 
distressing character are receiyed from Ar- 
kansas. 

DESTRUCTION IN ARKANSAS. 

The following from Little Rock will serve as 
asample: “The drought still continues, and 
fires ave reported from every direction. The 
air is filled with smoke. It has becn more 
than a week since the sun showed its face. 

teports from Arkansas county are that the 
prairies and foresig are burning, and that 
much fencing, as well as outhouses and 
pastures, have been destroyed. A lineman, 
just in from along thé tejJephone line to Hot 
Springs, reports the destruction of three resi- 
dences and inany miles of fencing. 

“The little town of Mayflower, Franklin 
county, has been badTy scorched. Yesterday 
fire was Ciscovefed in the woods west of the 
town, burning in the direction of. the village. 
All efforts 10, check the Hameg proved. useless, 
and onward the fire rushed at terrific speed, 
driven before a high wind and sweeping every- 
thing before it, including fences, barns and | 
houses. It required the greatest care of the 
citizens to save the town. Many people were 
compelled to Jeave their homes. Haydon 
Brothers and others moved their goods. D. 
B. Lorentz, L. D. Akridge, T. W. Worrell and 
J. B. Miller are among the heaviest losers.” 

HUNTING GROUNDS RUINED, 

Grand prairie and tlre prairies along White 
river in Arkansas, late the paradise of hunters 
after prairie chicken and snipe, are now 
blackened wastes: Thousands of birds have 
been destroyed, and the country as a hunting 
yroond is ruined. In the swamps. people fol- 
tale in the track of the flames, find carcasses 
of decr and bear that were overtaken and 
burned to death. The deer have fied to tha 
cultivaied fields, and are becoming almoat. as 
tame as sheep. The stock range is destroyed, 
as weeds will spring up in place of the grasa. 
The bigl winds that prevailed rendered futile 
the efferts by the peopic to subdue the fire, 

Several persons have. narrowly. escaped 
Woching at the hands of the people, who sus- 
ected them of firing the grass on the prairics, 

"hefeditor of the DeWitt, Ark, Reporter, who 
had a ranch on Grand Prairie, charges the edi- 
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person yet heard from who can forsee good 
sults from the fires. He claims that the.de- 
struction of decayed leaves and undergrowth 
will de away with malaria to such an extent 
that white peeple can be healthy in in bottom.

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THE FIELD OF LUNDY’S LANE, 


The Scene of the Greatest Land Battle of the 
War of 1812. 


In a little typical English inn of the time of 
Addison and Steele, says a writer in the Boston Ad- 
vertiser, we sit down toa luncheon of chops and 
ale, for which the modest sum of thirty-five cents is 
charged. We are in the Canadian village of Drum- 
mond ville—named in honor of General Drummond, 
of the British army—and the scene of the famous 
battle of Lundy's Lane. The village consists of one 
main street lined with shade trees, Plain but sub- 
stantial houses face the road with neat little yards 
infront. Luudy’s Lane-cutsthe main street at 
right angles, On the corner lives the squire of the 
village, a kinsman of James Russell Lowell, a de- 
scendant of the Boston Lowell who emigrated from 
Boston to Canada west early in the present century. 
Close at hand are the two rival taverns glaring say- 
agely upon one another from opposite sides of the 
street, and displaying jauntily their gay signs on 
swinging supports, which also serve as tueir shields 
and armor bright. 

The spot is now occupied by a country graveyard, 
with an old stone church close jat hand. Some of 
the gravestones are jinteresting. Here is a monu- 
ment erected in memory of the British officers who 
fellon the battlefield. A simple slab marks the 
burial place of one of the tCecils, kinaman of the 
present prime minister of England, and who, had 
he lived, would have been a British Here 
lies Captain Hall, an gAmerican officer, On the 
opposite side of the road isa blacksmithshop, We 
enter and ask the smith what he knows of the jcon-

Soenes at the Railroad Station—The Pig as a 
Pet—A Genuine Dude, ete. 


RY FANNIE B. WARD, 


Yavrerec, Mexico, November 15.—The best 
visiting Jand in the world is Mexico, now 80 
easily accessible, and still so quaintly pictur- 
caque. Unfortunately, however, for the tour- 
ists, its pristine quaintness diminishes in about 
the same ratio that the case with which it may 
be visited is increased, for these imitative peo- 
ple take on the customs and costumes of for- 
eigners with surprising quickness. Scarcely 
five years ago no town in Mexico would have 
looked out of place in Greece, Palestine, Syria 
or Egypt; and there are yeta few places, re- 
moto from the usual lines of travel, unspoiled 
by the “tricks and the manners,” of Ameri- 
cans. One of these is Yautepec, a little city of 
6,000 souls, away down in the state of Morelos, 
midway between Cuantla and Cuernavaca,and 


about ninety miles southeast of the city of 


Mexico. Here abouts the country remains pre- 
cisely the same as in centuries past. One hears 
no word sfoken but in the Spanish language, 
and no foreign element has come m to intro- 
duce foreign ideas and arouse the people from 
theirsiestas. This most conservative and sleepy 
little burgh is famous for its orchards, orange 
groves and sugar refineries. It is, delightfully 
situated, surrounded by all sides by cloud- 
capped heights, but, being 500 feet lower than 
the capital, its climate is much warmer. 
PEDDLERS, LOUNGERS AND BEGGARS. 

At the railroad station, not only in Yautepec 
but everywhere in Mexico, three distinct clas- 
ges of people are to be seen besides the pussen- 
gers and employes—peddlers, loungers and 
beggars. Some of the peddlers are as gladly 
welcomed by us as they welcome the wander- 
ing Americano with his ready purse, for they 
have the most tempting fruits, including fresh 
figs, pineapples, strawberries, mangoes, and 
many other varieties, peculiar to Mexico which 
we have learned to like, but whose names no 
northerner can ever learn to pronounce, all at 
prices absurdly low. Other peddiers®have 
canes of native woods, beatiful opals from the 
mines of far Queretaro, pottery in quaint de- 


signs, ornamental baskets of all shapes and — 


sizes, and edibies of every sort, from tamales 
-to cold roast ducks. 

The loungers, ioo, we can tolerate (though 
they watch us with the eyes of hawksand are 
ready to steal whatever. they can lay their 
hands on), for their dress and language is al- 
Ways an interesting study. Some of the men 
seem as much too heavily as others are too 
scantily clad. The ranchero in comfertable 
circumstances invariably wears dark woolen 
clothing, even on the hottest days, his garments 
weighted with silver coins and buttons and la- 
den with embroidery in gold. or silver, topped 
by a wide-spreading, much-bedecked sombrero, 
which weighs many ponnds. 

In the coldest days and the highest altitudes 
the bare-footed peous appear in the airiest of 
white cotton habiliaments, with no other pro- 
tection from wind and weather than the woolen 
blanket in which he waddles his neck and head, 
leaving the lower extemities bare. The lower 
classes who are not too poor to purchase or toc 
lazy to make them wear huaraches, or sandals, 
which consist merely of a heavy sole of oxhide 
much larger than the wearer’s foot. and are 
held on by leathern thongs. But the profes- 
sional beggars, with their filth and rags, their 
soresand diseases, are altogether+disyusting, 
and merit no toleration for their unlimited 
“check.”’ None of them are in the least trou- 
bled with timidity in making known tueir 
wants; but the instant the train stops, young 
and old, male and female, spring forward with 
astonishing alacrity however il or crippled 
they may desire to appear. They surround a 
passenger with outstretched hands, or claws, 
and seize his garments and cling to him with 
leoks of supplication, murmuring per Dios 
(‘for God’s sake’’) with as much pathos as 
they can muster. 

At the Jonacatep.s station, where the train 
a half an hour, 1 observed a tall, gaunt fe- 
malic beggar, who wore, fastened to the front of 
her gown, the dilapidated remains of an old, 
broad-brimmed straw hat, which was supposed 
to have belonged to her husband, and by that 
token all beholders were expected to believe 
hér amourning widow. She made her tour 
among the passengers with with an expression 
upon her dirty face of the deepest woe I ever 
saw depicted upon the human countenance. A 
few moments later I happened to notice her 
again. She was sitting in triumph on the plat- 
form at the further end of the station, the }u- 
gubrious expression which had drawn forth 
our quarters all gone from her countenance,and 
in its stead one of tranquil contentment as she 
smoked a cigarette and chatted gayly with her 
gossipping companions. 

At whatever railroad station one stops in 
Mexico, whether for breakfast, dinner, lunch- 
eon or supper, the first question asked by the 
waiter is; ‘“‘How will you have your eggs 
cooked?’’ Eggs are a staple article of food 
here, and the hardest-worked class in the coun- 
try are the hens, For a person who is contem- 
plating a trip to Mexico it is a good plan to 
purchase a ‘* Manual of Conversion”’ in Spanish, 
and learn a few of the usual questions and an- 
swers. It will bea great help, and a person 
cannot go far amiss in the pronunciation if he 
remeinbers to apply the same rules as in Latin. 

THE PIG AS A PET. 

Let us take a look from my balcony at old 
Yautepec. Though in the month of November, 
there are no signs of ‘‘wailing winds and naked 
woods,” forthe melancholy days never come 
in this land of sunshine. Now that the rainy 
season is over,the country is at its best and 
greenest. The roses .are simply gorgeous; 
straw berries and oranges are ripening together, 
and the soft air is odorous with tropical fruits 
and tiowers. The charming little plaza in the 
center of the town—-with its rustling palins and 
broad-leaved bananas, and its pansy-bordered 
waiks hedged by giant rose-trees, which are 
trained to overarch and embower the winding 
pathways—is the most typical bit of Spanish 
reality 1 have found in Mexico. At night, 
when the surrounding shops are lighted, and 
menand women saunter about smoking the 
universal cigarette, and the sweetest music on 
earth, that of mandolin and guitar, fills the 
fragrant air beneath a yellow southern moon, 
one can readily fancy himself in Old Granada 
oramong the vine-clad hills of the Gaudal- 

uivir. Butoh! how startling are the contrasts. 
fusic and moonlight, murmuring fountains 
and lovelit eyes are not all of life in this 
dreamy country. Take just one everyday ex- 
ainple: The Mexican women being as fond of 
pets as are the gentle sisterhood in other parts 
of the world, many of them choose, not cats or 
parrots or pugs, but pigs, for the recipients of 
their caresses! Itis quite common here to 
meet a woman leading by a string a pig that 
is black as black can be, with which she ap- 
rs tote on chummy terms, and long after 
he beast has ceased to deserve his juvenile 
title he literally shares her bed and board.

Whatcan you expect in the way 
of great deeds and worthy achievements from 
a race of men whose feet are shod like that? 

Yonder goes the dude of Yautepec, a wealthy 
young sugar planter, whose ancestral acros 
stretch away beyond the limits of vision. He 
bestrides a prancing steed, the pace of which 
is here known as ‘‘single step,’’ and the gorge- 
ous saddle and trappings that cover the animal 
almost out of sight must have cost a moderate 
fortune. Observe how gingerly he holds his 
goldheaded whip, and how the big diamond 
sparkles in the end of if it! See his pearl-inlaid 
revolvers protruding from the sash of crimson 
silk, whieh his short, black jacket imperfectly 
conceals, His pantaloons, light as two candle 
molds, are decorated with double rows of gen- 
nine half-dollars up the outstde seams, set on 
so closely as to overlap, and braided together 
with gold cord, The pointed toes of his tiny 
shoes are thrust into silver stirrups of enor- 
mous size, and from his heels dangle silver 
spurs that, ten to one, outweigh his feet. His 
great sombrero of white felt has a pe cable 
large as your thumb wound round an round it, 
and its broad, thick brim bears a heavy 
arabesque of gold. His horse is so perfectly 
trained that the rider never uses the rein, but 
bends slightly to the right or left to indicate 
his wish.

Most of 
them wear ashaw! of some sort, the masculine 
shawl] being called a zarape, and the feminine 
areboso. Many of the women have a piece of 
black paper pasted on either temple, which 
looks like the label! off a spool of cotton. 
Should you ask one of them what that is for 
she would reply: ‘‘For the headache, senor. 
Were it not for that preventive I would perish 
of dolor de cabesa.”’

IMPORTED STOCK AS BEEF CATILE 
What Ohio Farmers Have Done, Georgia 


Farmers Can Do—Aun Interesting 
Letter from W. L. Glessner. 


Americus, Ga, November 24.—From grass 
t live stock is a natural transition, for with- 
out grass there can be little profit in stock 
raising, and without live stock there can be 
but partial profit in grass. 

It is probable that the reason that there is 
so little live stock raised in the south is be- 
cause so little attention has been paid to grass. 
Whether that be the reason or not, the fact 
remains that in the Gulf states there has, for 
the past twenty-five years, been little or no at- 
tention paid to the raising of stock. 

There is no means of accurately arriving at 
the amount of money paid out by the farmers 
of these states for horses and mules, and I re- 
grec it, for lam sure the figures would be so 
startling as to arouse our people to the import- 
ance of at least raising enough for home de- 
mand, 

From the number of horses and mules an- 
nually sold in Americus I should judge that 
not less than one hundred thousand dollars 
ver year is paid by the farmers of southwest 

yeorgia for live stotk to run theirfarms. No 
wonder that our farmers complain that there 
is no profit in farming. . 

Not one farmer in ten raises a single horse 
ormule. Not one in a hundred raises enough 
to keep his farm stocked. There is not one 
who could not raise enough to stock his farm 
at comparatively no expense. 

The hundred thousand dollars paid out by 
farmers of southwest Georgia for horses and ‘ 
mules each year. at ten per cent, represents 
the interest on one millon of dollars. One 
horse or mule represents the interest on one 
thousand dollars. A five-mule farmer will, 
onan average, buy one mule a year, or pay 
the interest on one thousand dollars of his 
capital. That mule could be raised by him at 
an expense of not exceeding twenty-five dol- 
lars,and even that I consider a large esti- 
nate. 

Now where do these horses and mules that 
our farmers purchase come from? 

Principally from Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. All grass growing states. 

Now let us look at the manner in which 
these horses and mules are raised—it may give 
our Georgia farmers some idea of how they 
can raise their own stock, 

In the states named above there are very 
few exclusive stock farms, and they are de- 
voted to the raising of blooded stock, so that 
no portion of our supply comes from them. It 
is from the small farms, ranging in extent 
from eighty to two lundred acres, that the 
horses and mules we buy come from. Your 
small farmer in Ohio has from two to four 
brood mares on his farm, and each of these 
mares produces him each year a colt. These 
brood mares are used in working the farm, so 
that their colts can be considered as clear 
profit, except the cost of their raising, which 
amounts to but little. As soon as the colts are 
weaned they are turned out to grass until 
winter, when they are stabled and fed on hay, 
the next spring are again turned into the pas- 
ture. When they are between two and three 
years old they are broke to harness, but not 
put at heavy work. Ait the age of three years 
they are ready for market, and bring from $80 
to $100, according to size and style. Remem- 
ber, now, that I am speeng of common farm 
stock. A farmer with two brood mares will 
sell, say six horses in five yearsand keep up 
his stock on the farm. These will bring him 
in $500, or the interest on $1,009 for five years, 
so that the farmerin Ohioreceives the interest 
which his Georgia brother pays. 

The Georgia farmer could, if he would, 
aise his horses and mules cheaper than can 
the Ohio farmer. With a little thoughtful 
care he could have pasturage the year round, 
so that food would cost him comparatively 
nothing. He would not be obliged. to shelter 
and feed his stock for from three to five 
months in the year, for at no timeis the 
weather so cold in southwest Georgia as to 
make a warm shelter necessary. A rough 
shed would answer all purposes for a shelter. 

That horses can be profitably raised in this 
section has been demonstrated by Captain John 
A. Cobb and ethers of this county and the 
Salters of Dougherty county, and their influ- 
ence is being siowly felt. As an instance of 
the profit. of horse-raising in this section, I 
mention the fact that Uaptain Cobb was of- 
fered $500 for a two-year-old filly which took 
the gave sag at the state fair. The coltis of 
good racing stock and bids fair to show extra- 
ordinary speed. Captain Cobb has several 
large plantations, and is recognized as being 
one of our most intelligent and successful 
farmers. Hehas become convinced that grass 
and stock-raising is more profitable than cot- 
ton, and is stocking his farms as fast as prac- 
ticable with grass, and has purchased a fine 
stallion and a number of brood mares. 

A few years agoa colt show. was held in 
Americus, and at it were exhibited some 
twenty colts, and they were as fine as I have 
ever secnatcounty fairsin the north. And 
yet [have had intelligent men tell me time 
and again that horses could not be raised in 
southwest Georgia. I once asked one of these 
men why horses could not be raised here. He 
answered mo that it was because the colts all 
got the “bighead,’’ Upon inquiring as to the 
nature of this disease, I was informed that it 
was an enlargement of the jaws caused bv eat- 
ing dry corn before they were able to properly 
masticate it, ‘“‘Well, then, why don't you 
feed them on grass?” said I. ‘‘We can’t raise 
grass,’’ was the reply. + 
_ Of late years there has been considerable 
improvement incattle in this section. Many 
Jerseys have been introduced and there are 
some fine herds. Those who first introduced 
them were laughed at as “fancy farmers,’’ and 
were considered foolish and extraya- 
gant for paying £100 for 4 
cow, when a “‘scrub’’ could be bought for from 
ay to $20. see those who laughed the loud- | 
est are nNoW Wililing to pay even arger su 
in proportion for the sare s of a Seenad 
cows. The difference between three gallons 
and three pints converted them. But I do not 
regard the quantity of milk as being entirely 
due to the breed of cattle, for I notice that 
while the owner of a ‘‘scrub”’ cow lets her run 
at large and look out for herself, the owner of 
a Jersey keeps her up in good pasture, and sees 
that she is well taken care of. In this respect 
the Jerseys ave b@en good educators, and to 
them we owe much of the good butter which 
is now plentiful in our market. 

But what we need most. in this section of 
large farms and cheap lands is a better grade 
of beef cattle. The Kimball housein Atlanta, 
the Lanier in Macon, the Mitchell and Piney 
Woods at Thomasville, and all the winter re- 
sort hotels of the south import their beef from 
the north; and yet you can find plenty of 
Georgia farmers who will tell you that it does 
not pay to raise cattle, because there is no 
home market forthem. That some of ‘them 
do find a home market, however, I can jaw- 
fully (not joyfully) testify,and hadI been a 
colt in years, I should have been afflicted with 
the “biz-head.” In the first place, but few of 
the cattle are proper] y fattened for the butcher; 
and inthe second place you can’t make a 
“scrub”’ weigh over six hundred pounds gross. 
In too many cases the preparation of onaila for 
the butcher consists in a_ cow getting so 
old she won't give milk any longer, and I Beas 
seen cattle driven in for sale to the butcher 
that looked like dried beef on foot. As an ex- 
ception, | mention that a few days ago I saw a 
steor with shorthorn blood in his veins that 
weighed a thousand pounds, and a couple of 
hundred more could have been added to his 


nes, 

The fact that the large southern hotels send 
north for their beef naturally leads us to look 
in that direction for the reason, and as our 
comparisons haye all heretofore been with 
Ol:io, we willagain go to that state and see 
what kind of cattle they raise. 

If the Ohio farmer is not engaged in the 
dairy business, and only has a few cows to 
reise calves and supply the family with milk 
and butter, he procures a thoroughbfted Dur- 
ham or Herefgrd bull, and by using this bull 
to low grade or common cows, secures a class 
of thrifty heifers and steers that will fatten 
temilily at an early age and make arich carcass 
of beef. These young animals are turned 
Bpon ure in the summer, housed and 
eroualy fed in the winter, 60 as to keep the 
growing. and in a healt Ww 
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400 pounds each. Tho be 7 

ot the best quality, and realizes the 
highest price inthe city markets, generally 
from one to two cents per | ypson more than 
beef from poorly fattened common cattle. 
With a little care there can be selected from 
these grade cattle cows that will give as much 
and as rich milk asthe average Jersey, so that 
the farmer realizes both from dis milk and his 
beef. With gino yg good pasturagejit costs no 
more to keep and fatten these cattle than it 
does common “scrubs,’’ which at three years 
old cannot be made to weigh more than half as 
much,‘and whose beef always brings a lower 
ptice. A few figures will more clearly show 
the difference in the matter of prafif. A 
grade steer twenty-four months old will weigh 
1,200 pounds and brings six cents per pound 
or $72. A scrub steer thirty-six months old 
will weigh 700 pounds and brings five cents 
per pound, or $37, Here is a loss of a year 
and $37. Can you see it now? 

As I haye shown, the beef cattle of Ohio are 
of graded stock, nothing more than a cross of 
good imported stock upon the common cattle 
of the ceuntry. I can remember well, what 
that common stock was—little, lean ‘‘lime- 
backs,”’ ver pants | big-boned brindles, white, 
spotted andspeckled, that could run like a 
deer and gave less milk than a goat. I can al- 
so remember when the neighbors thought my 
father was crazy, because he paid fifty dollars 
for a six-weeks-old Durham bull calf. Those 
neighbors were very much like some Georgia 
farmers I know, and yet at the time they 
represented a great majority of the Ohio 
farmers. 

Now, what Ohio farmers have dons Georgia 
farmers can do, and doitinthe same way. It 
need not involve much cost, but it will take a 
little care. The first thing is to. buy a good 
bull, a Durham or a Devon. Don’t take the 
owner’s word that he is full-blood or thorough- 
pred, for many a one has been sold for full- 
blood that was only a grade, but make him 
furnish a registered pedigree. Such a bull 
will cost some money, it ig true, but all your 
efforts at improvement depend upon him, and 
if you mistake at the first that mistake will re- 
peat itself and grow greater every —. A 
few dollars saved in the outset will be many 
dollars short in the outcome, If you cannot 
afford to purchase a good bull. alone, get some 
of your neighbors to goin with you. The dif- 
ference between four high grade steers and 
four common steers will more than pay 
fora good young bull. Keep in mind that 
grade bulls are of little account, as there is no 
uniformity in their offspring. After you have 
secured your bull, your herd will be vastly 

ave bythe first cross, and soon, by con- 
tinuing to reject all heifers that go back in 
quality tosome serub ancestor, the stock will 
not only be more uniform, but you will have 
secured a grade that will increase in value and 
satisfaction each year. By this crossing you 
secure not only the beef-producing qualities of 
the sire, but the hardiness of the dam. “It was 
by this crossing that the farmers of the north 
have secured a grade of beef cattle that has 
made them a market not only in every section 
of this country, but in Europe. With all their 
facilities for raising beef cheaply, the owners 
of the big cattle ranches in Texas found it 
necessary to cross their native cattle with the 
shorthorns, so as to secure finer beef. 

But don’t forget to remember that first of 
all, and above all, cattle raising means grass. 

I had intended to say something about hogs 
and sheep in this letter, but wantof space 
compels me to defer it to my next. In the 
meantime you can do a little figuring on 
horses and cattle: W. Li.

The great @ntest is over and the anti-pro- 
hibitionists have won. 

, The victory is one of which everybody who 

‘eontributed toward it may well be proud. And 

rwhile there is rejoicing in the camp of the 

@ntis, there 1s no reason for any prohiDitionist 

Mo be ashamed of the fight which his side 

“made, for it was a gallant one. 

, But the votes were against them. 

THE TOTAL VOTE 

‘Gn Fulton county yesterday was 9,244. Of 

tthese the anti-prohibitionists polled 5,183, and 
the prohibitionists 4,061—an anti-prohibition 

‘majority of 1,122. 

' The antis carry every ward in the city, the 
majorities ranging from 74 in the second ward 
to 216 in the fourth ward. The total majority 
in the city is 817. The antis also carry all the 
voting precincts outside of the city with the 
single exception of South Bend. The ma- 
joritics in the county precincts range from 
nine in Collins to 101 in Cooks, the total ma- 
jority outside the city being 305. 

. THE NIGHT BEFORE 

‘election day was, in many respects, the coun- 
terpart of that preceding the first prohibition 
election, in 1585. <All night long white men 

and colored men roamed the streets. They 
were afraid to go tosleep, for each wanted to 
be among the first at his polling place, and all 
seemed to be afraid to gotosleep, lest he 
would over-sleep himself. 

i It was a part of the plan of campaign of the 
prohibitionists to take possession of the polls 
when they were opened, and thus get in their 
votes early. The plan was carried out to the 
letter in every ward. For the first two or 
three hours the dry tickets were largely in the 

majority, but toward noon the tide began to 
change, and during the afternoon hours the 
wets had a majority of the votescast. The 
final result seems to show that the afternoon 
Majorities excelled the morning majorities. 

; THE CROWDS. 

In the first; fifth and sixth wards the crush 
of volers was very great during the entire day, 
and for some time it looked as if it would be 

“impossibie to accommodate all who were enti- 
tled to vote. This proved to be the case in the 

‘first ward, for when 6 o’clock came and the 

‘polls were declared closed there were many 
registered voters who had been unable to cast 
their ballots. In all the other wards the vot- 
ing was practically through with at half 
past five o’clock and nobody was shut out. 

: ELECTION DAY SCENES, 

A stranger who had never heard of Atlanta 
or her prohibition election—of course none 
such ever existed—could have told there was 
gn election in the city, yesterday, without 
deaving the union depot. There were the typi- 
cal clection day scenes, and there were, more- 
over, scenes Which tend to make Atlanta pro- 
hibition elections decidedly unique. At sey- 
eral of the polling places the ladies were out in 
force, furnishing lunches to the voters, and 
singing and praying and exhorting with them. 

‘ Badges and banners of all kinds were to be 
geen on all sides. ‘Return prosperity to 
the city and VoTE FoR THE SAL,” read the 
placards which adorned the anti-prohibition 
carriages. The prohibition carriages bore big 
blue placards with the single word “Prehibi- 
tion.’’ There were badges galore. “We Are 
Wet,’’ wasthe legend on some of the red 
badges, while Others bore the single word 
“Liberty,” or “Freedom.” The blue badges 
were most numerous. There were Young 
Men's Prohibition Club badges to be seen 
everywhere. Blue badges with the single 
word ‘‘Prohibition,’”’ were most numerous, 
however. Atthe fourth ward, some of the 
ladies waved a big blue banner, with the word 
“Hiome’’ painted on it; and at the second | 
ward, there was quite a lengthy appeal to 
mothers and daughters, to work in the cause of 
prohibition. 


THE TICKETS. 
There were two kimds of anti-prohibition 
@rckets, One was a bine and white back- 
ground with the words ‘For the sale,’’ in 
white letters; the other—and the one almost 
universally used—was a plain white ticket 
with the words, “For the sale’’ in black Jet- 
‘ters.

As the hour for closing the polls drew near, «

This opinion became a 
certainty when the official report of the com- 
plexion of the county districts became known, 
and the enthusiasm of the anti-prohibitionists 
became intense. Bands played, ‘“‘wet’’ men 
marched about the streets and, for the most 
part, spent their time in yelling as hard as 
they knew how. 

At night “everything goes’’ was the motto 
of the wets, and they seemed bound to live up 
to the sentiments therein expressed. The dem- 
onstration at the Kimball was a striking 
affair. Enthusiastic antis paraded the street, 
serenading prominent persons, and of course 
Tue ConstirutTion, thoughjhardly a person, 
was remembered. | 

It was a gallant victory.

The First Ward, 

The fight began in the first ward while the 
city clock was yet striking seven. 

‘The ballot box was located in Dr. Curtis’s 
drug store, corner Broad and Mitchell street. 
On the Broad street, side, about the middle of 
the building is a large door. The ballot box 
was just inside this door and when the upper 
portion of it was thrown opeh, Judge Tanner 
was seen setting in front of.the box, while 
the other two managers, Dr. Cartis and Mr. 
Middlebrook, were setting one on either side. 
Outside the building a pathway had been 
marked out leading up to the window. The 
pathway was made by erecting railing, about 
four feet apart. Voters passed between these 
railings up tothe window, handed in their 
ballots and marched ott on the other side. 
Outside the railing a square enclosure Was 
constructed in side of which both parties had 
challengers stationed throughout the day. .As 
Judge ‘lanner threw open the door, Dr. Cur- 
tis, one of the managers, handed him a small 
piece of paper. Upon it was printed: 

‘For the sale.”’ 

The judge accepted the ballot and called 


out: 

“W. M. Curtis.’’ 

The clerk found the name properly en- 
grossed upon the registration * books and 
dropped the ballot into the box, 

‘Well,’ said Mr. Middlebrook. “The first 
vote in this ward is wet, but 1’ll just kill it.’’ 

He handed over a paper on which the snake 
cut in two pieces was printed. The name 
was found in the registration book and the 
snake on paper was dropped into the box. At 
that instant the crowd on the outside began 
clamoring for recognition, and shoving his 
hand through the opening Judge Tanner ac- 
cepted a ballot, asking: 

» ‘“What’s the name?” ; 

“WW. H. Harbin,’ answered the voter. 

The judge repeated the name to the clerk, 
and after it had been found the paper was 
dropped in the ballot-box. 

And in this way the most stubborn contest 
ever enacted in the first ward began. 

Long before the polls opened there were at 
least tive hundred people around the building. 
Gentlemen prominent on both sides were 
present to see that fair play was secured. Over 
two hundred men were in line, the 
line beginning at the ballot-box and extending 
up Broad street to Mitchell and up Mitchell to 
Forsyth. Old men and young men, negroes 
and whites were in the line. The mechanic, 
the merchant and the professional man were 
standing oue behind the other so closely 
packed that the positions were uncomfortable. 

Almost immediately after the voting began 
the challengers commenced work. Voters one 
after another were questioned. This retarded 
the work greatly and some voters were required 
to remain In line as much as four or five hours. 
The workers were moving along, telling the 
be patient. 
The 
feature of the day and both sides began kick- 
ing. Judge James Anderson and Captain 
brotherton, with hands full of prohibition 
tickets, moved along the line, in and out the 
crowds, Claiming a grand prohibition victory 
while L. Cohen, Dr. Bak and others talked 
equally loud for the antis. Everybody re- 
mained in a good humor, however, until about 
il o’clock. About that hour the antis began 
complaining at the delay, asserting that the 
prohis were hiring men to stand in the line and 
retard voters. ‘The prohis denied this and made 
the same charge. Soon after this complaint 
both parties asserted that voters in line were 
being tampered with. This, of course, in- 
creased the unkind feeling and police officers 
were stationed along the y Pr who prevented 
any one from approaching the line. Up to the 
noon hour, no one had the termerity to predict 
anything, but both sides made claims to a ma- 
jority in the ward. The prohis, however, ap- 
peared ts have the advantage and the antis, 
secing it, began to work harder. Carriages 
were sent rushing in all directions gnd as 
yoters got out they were carefully nursed. 
Tie line soon began to indicate a change, and 
throughout the afternoon the antis put in the 
hardest work of the day. The rohis, realiz- 
ing that they were losing Pease made a final 
struggle, and from two to three o’clock the 
fight was desperate. Soon after three, intelli- 
gence of the result at West End came in, and 
the antis began yelling. Cook’s and Collins

quickly followed, and from that time until, 


six o'clock the antis were ubilant. 
Their opponents, however, did not 
give up the fight and the struggle continued 
bitter. Even after it was ascertained that the 
county had given.a wet majority of three hun- 
dred and five they did not give up, claiming 
that they would carry the city. The three 
hundred and five county majority, however, 
niade the antis happy and their work was 
simply invinelble. 


Long before six o’clock ft was ap- 
parent that the fall vote of the ward 
could not be polled...Then each side 
attempted to choke off the other 


mt so thoroughly had the police secured con- 
trol of the crowd that very little advantage was 
obtained by either side, Just before six 
o'clock the line Was nearly one hundred@strong, 
many having dropped out because it Was get- 
ting late. The crowd pushed up, but the po- 
lice pushed them baek. At six o'clock an anti 
stood before the window and dropped in a wet 
ballot. Then the window wentdown, As the 
window closed Judge Anderson walked away,

The voting place was well arranged in the 
county court house. Railings were placed be-

Long before 7 o'clock the managers and 
their clerks occupied their places and looked 
happy. 

s the big clock in the steeple sounded 7, 
A procession of voters 
was already formed. This string of electors 
reached all the way intothe street. The offi- 
cers were the first ones to vote. AS so00n as 
Ordinary Cathoun swore them in they voted. 
Then he put into the box his ballot. 

The next voter was the Rev. Henry Me- 
Donald, who cast a ballot ‘against the sale, 

The voting continued ata reasonably rapid 
rate, and by 9 o’clock 210 ballots had been de- 
posited. 

About this time the prohibitionists began 
challenging voters, and much time was there-

by lost. At 11:10 o’clock 524*votes -had been 
polled. Of these, 210 were thought to be 
‘*'wet.’’ 


At about five minutes before twelve o’clock 
a ripple of excitement was occasioned by the 
arrival of Senator Joseph E. Brown. The 
distinguishhd statesman took a ‘‘wet’’ ballot 
and got into the line at the tail end. He took 
his chances with the others, and moved along 
until he reached the window. He gave his 
name and the clerks found it in the list. 
Then his ballot was deposited as he walked 
out into the street, followed by several proml- 
nent antis, whoasked him how he thought it 
would go. Tothese questions he answered : 
“We will win by nearly 1,500 majority.’ 

The crowd around the court house Was 
large, being made up of whites and colored 
people, about equally divided. Great interest 
seemed to be centered in this voting place. 

This ward was regarded as doubtful by the 
anti-prohibitionists, and as certainly dry by the 
prohibitionists. Some of the dry leaders pre- 
dicted that this precinct would go dry by 200 
majority. 

At 3 o'clock the vote was believed to be 
about even. From that time the two parties 
were nip and tuck. 

In the afternoon a band of children came to 
the court house and sang several gospel songs. 

The scenes around the building were ludi- 
crous. Negroes dressed in grotesque costumes, 
some of them wearing blue and others_red, 
flocked about the place. They all seemed in a 
good humor and no bad feeling was exhibited 
at any time during the day. 

About 4 o’clock the voting ceased for a 
quarter of an hour. The whippers-in went 
out into the streets, into the byways, lanes and 
hedges to hunt up laggards. Both parties had 
pretty well exhausted heir strength, s9 not a 
great many voters were forthcoming. There 
was another little spurt at 5 o’clock and some 
ten or fifteen votes were polled. Then there 
was another ‘lull. The time for closing the 
poil was near at hand. 

It wanted only two minutes to6o’clock. A 
colored man rushed up and said he wanted to 
be the last man to vote. He gave his name and 
was challenged. The lists were searched, but 
the name could not be found. He was not al- 
lowed to vote. Just then the clock struck 
six, and the days work was done. 

A reporter asked Walter Brown how the 


‘vote stood, and he said the wets have this pre- 


cinct by 35 majority. 

The figures were footed up and with this re- 
sult: Total number of votes cast, 906. “For 
the sale,’’ 526; ‘Against the sale,’’ 350. 


The Third Ward. 

The managers and their clerks were early in 
their little room in the rear of the drug store 
corner of Fraser and Fair streets. In fact, 
they were in their places before six o’clock. 
Before the hour for opening the polls every- 
thing was in readiness for business. The ar- 
rangements of the railings around this place 
were not unlike those around other voting places 
in the city. | 

About half-past six o’clock a party of col- 
ored men marched down past the jail and 
stopped near the railing. These voters wore 
r dges. Inafew moments another batch 
oi colored men came down Fair street and. 
took position near the others. Then a batch 
of boys came along and crowded near the in- 
closure. ‘These were followed soon by a half 
dozen white mén, some wearing the blue and 
others wearing the red. | 

Mr. W. A. Bonnell, George Hanlighter and 
three or four other ardent prohibitionists were 
present half an hour before the voting began, 
and they remained there all day long, doing 
electioneering and helping along their cause 
as best they could. 

The anti-prohibitionists were represented all 
day by five or six good workers. The. most 
active of these were Captain Amos Baker, 
James G. Ragsdale, Clarence Moore and Ward 
Day. These gentlemen were indefatigable 
and did yoeman service for the winning cause. 

The residence just across the street was con- 
verted into a lunch house. On one side of this 
building was tacked a blue stringer, upon 
which the following words were printed: 
‘‘Prohibition Lunches.’’ In a tree in front of 
the house was suspended a sign containing 
these words, wrought in blue: ‘Peace on 
Earth and Good Will to Men.” An organ 
was placed in one of the front rooms, and a 
number of young ladies sang hymns, while a 
bevy of dames of white and colored com- 
plexion served lunches to white and colored 
voters who wore the blue. 

Meats, bread, pickles and coffee were furnish- 
ed the hungry voters in great liberality. This 
was kept up from about 8 o’clock until dark. 
All the while a large number of ladies and 
children sat inthe porch and gave encourage- 
ment to the blue men. 

The clock struck seven. 

The polling of ballots began. 

The first voter to present himself was a col- 
ored man, named Hardy Curry, who stepped 
up boldly and cast a ballot ‘against the sale.’’ 
This performance elicited a faint applause. 
Then followed another colored man, who 
dropped in a ‘‘wet’’ ticket. The third ticket 
was ‘‘dry” and the fourth ‘“‘wet.’’ Others, for 
and against, pressed forward and voted. The 
voting proceeded quietly and smoothly and at 
the end of the first hour 96 votes had been 
cast. A tally was kept and the result was: 
After this the voting was 
more expeditious, and 124 ballots were in the 
box at eighteen minute past eight o’clock. 

During this time there were very few chal-

Dr. Hawthorne approached the ballot- 
box in line, and when he reached the window 
handed over a ticket. Mr. J. S. Lester was 
acting as challenger, and asthe doctor sur- 
rendered his ticket, Mr. Lester said: 

“Mr. Woodward, please wait a minute. I 
am requested to challenge that vote.’’ 

“Sir,” exclaimed Dr. Hawthorne, indig- 
nantly.

determination to have no trouble. Soon 


after Dr. Hawthorne voted Councilmen Bell 
and Beutel came up abreast and voted. 
About noon Mayor Cooper drove up. The 
gentleman wason his way to dinner, and 
stopped to vote. As he alighted from his car- 
riage the crowd set up a yell. The mayor 
walked through the crowd smiling upon all 
and shaking hands with those nearest him. 
He was handed both tickets and accepted both. 
The line at the window gave way 
and Mayor Cooper dropped the dry ticketfupon 
the ground and holding the wet ticket open 
so that every one sn, Fl could see it handed 
it over. Soon after Mayor Cooper voted it 
was currently ramored that he had voted the 
dry ticket, but when questioned about it he 
gave it the denial as also did the managers and 
every one who was near him when he voted. 
Towards the middle of the afternoon the 
antis began claiming the ward and one hour 
later wanted the earth. ‘The prohis never 
gave in and the fight continued hard and 
stubborn. About three o’clock the line 
which had been constant up to that time, 
broke, and the vote was scattering until 5, 
when the mechanics began arriving, and for 
an hour nearly the voting was again lively. 
The ward was ‘considered a stronghold for 
the antis, and.before the polls closed the re- 
sult was known. The knowledge made the 
antis jubilant and had an opposite effect upon 
the prohis. When the count began the crowd 
moved away, but when the managers an- 
nounced the result there was still a crowd

The greatest interest was felt in the contest 
in this ward. . This was believed to be the 
prohibition stronghold and the anti leaders 
expressed but little hope of carrying it, their 
only aim being to’keep the dry majority as low 
as possible. ; 

But you “can’t most always sometimes tell.’”’ 

The prohibitionists captured the polls before 
they were opened. Mr. Jack J. Spalding was 
the first manager on the grounds and he busied 
himself getting things in shape until the 
others arrived. Promptly at 7 o’clock the 
window at 35 North Pryor street was thrown 
open and Mr. Eugene Mitchell cast the first 
vote of his life and the first ballot in the ward. 
it is hardly necessary to say thatit was very 
wet. 

For a time it was alone in its glory. There 
was along line of dry voters reaching down 
toward Line street and the dry ballots show- 
ered down in a way that rather bewildered the 
antis who stood about. But ‘‘it’s a long lane” 
and the turn came about 10 o’clock, when the 
blue ribbons became scarcer and the faces of 
well known antis could be seen on all sides. 

Many of Atlanta’s best citizens were 
there. As noon drew near the crowd increased, 
and it looked very much as if it would not be 
possible to receive the ballots of all those enti- 
tled to vote. The registration in this ward 
was upwards of 1,600, and by noon only about 
600 had voted. The prohibitionists were very 
confident and the antis were correspondingly 
blue. As the crowd increased the antis ay 
to feel better, and by two o’clock began to b 
lieve that the prohibition sens ns would not 
be large. A number of prominent prohis and 
antis were here at different timer during the 
day. Mr. Grady voted about noon and spent 
considerable time about the polls. Chief 
Justice Bleckley and United States Judge 
Newman voted shortly afterwards. 

Among the prominent workers on both sides 
were: For the wets, Mr. Joe Thompson, Mr. 
Carroll Payne, Dr. R. D. Spalding, Mr. Fulton 
Colville, Mr. Willie Hill, Mr. Martin Amor- 
ous, Hon Dave Heller, of New_ Orleans, who 
did effective work, Mr. Jim os ho Major 
John Fitten and anumber of others; Mr. J. 
A. Gray, Captain Gav, Mr. Will Nutting, 
Mr. R. T. Dow, Mr. Frank O'Bryan 
and a number of others. All worked hard. 

Despite the big crowds and the excitement, 
there was no trouble whatever. For atime it 
was feared that a number of those entitled to 
do so would not be able to vote because of the 
delay occasioned by frequent challenges of the 
prohibitionists, but by half past five the last 
man inthe line had voted, and only afew 
stragglers came after that. 

The total vote inthe ward was 1,349. Of 
these 746 were ‘‘for the sale” and 603 “against 
the sale,” a wet majority of 143.

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A TALK WITH JUDGE HILLYER. 


What the Leader of the Prohibitionists Says 
About the Result. 

A representative of Tur ConsTITUTION 
called{upon Judge Geo. Hillyer at his residencé 
last night. In response to the reporter’s 
salutation the Judge said: ‘‘After the strain 
of the campaign I am surprised to find myself , 
as well and bright and elastic as Iam. I feel 
just as ready for work asif the canvass had 
just begun.” 

‘‘Ts not the result of the election a great sur- 
prise, judge?” 

“Yes, I confess it is.’’' 

‘To what do you attribute the heavy anti- 


prohibitionist vote ?” 

“In our warehouse meeting,’”? answered 
Judge Hillyer, “held last night, when we had 
over 2,500 prohibition voters present, great 
stress was laid on the importance of getting 
our men to the pollsand voting them early, 
and this, I think, is the reason our strength 
was heavily developedin the forenoon up to 
about 3 o’clock. At that time I felt confident 
of success and I think the other side felt de- 
pressed in a corresponding degree. But after 
that time the tide turnedand I think it was 
then that most of the illegal yote on the other 
side was polled. 

‘‘T have no doubt that if the ballot box were 
purged, the majority against prohibition would 
be enormously reduced. But itis very doubt- 
fu!, that majority being so large, whether it 
could be overcome. The contest would be 
protracted, expensive, exciting and in many 
ways hurtful. I am_— greatly  dis- 
appointed at the result, and I 
think the people have made a terrible 
mistake. But Iam for Atlanta. I have never 
in my life been known to be provoked by ex- 
citement or passion into anything that was 
wrong, and £ think I may, go farther 
and claim not to have, in any 
important matter, been led into indiscretion. 
And in the present crisis, which concerns the 
future of our city parhaps more than any other 
in her history, I have not a moment’s hesitation 
in deciding to do that which is best for Atlan- 
ta and her peopleas my judgment leads me. 
The peril which menaces our 
sity is & real one and = an 
enduring peril. The danger is that the 
temperance movement, now on the recoil, may 
rush to the other extreme. The conservative 
element that has acted with the anti- 
prohibitionists constitute a minority 
of that party, and would be easily swept 
away unless the other great conservative ele- 
ment, who constitute a majority of the prohi- 
bitionist party, and the additional large con- 
servative element who have been neutral or 
only Inkewarm in the prohibition contest, can 
all be brought to unite and act together. For 
one, I feel a duty toshape my own course to 
that end. 

“T have always thought that prohibition can 
not be a success unless sustained by public 
opinion in the particular locality or com- 
munity where it is enacted, and today’s 
election seems to show that public 
opinion in this city and county 
has not yet been advanced sufficiently on the 
subject, so that further agitation of absolute 
prohibition just now does not seem to be in- 
viting. 

“However, there has been a meeting called, 
not by myself or the prohibition committee, 
at the warehouse on Monday night, to advise 
and consider on these subjects, and what I 
have said, on first impulse, and, as I confess, 
without mature premeditation, is, of course, 
subject to further development and future 
conference.”’ 

WHAT MR. TURNBULL SAYS. 

Mr. W. T. Turnbull, chairman of the 
Young Men’s Prohibition club, said; 

‘We made the best fight we could, but the 
truth is,the low class of the negroes were thirsty 
aud we hardly hada fighting chance at any 
stage of the campaign.

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Practical Female Education. 

A number of southern states have, of late 
‘years, organized agricultural and mechani- 
tal institutions for the practical education 
ef the boys, and a few years ago the excel- 
ent general assembly of Georgia followed 
out the idea toa successful conclusion, and 
made ample provision for the organization 
of a technological school, where the young 
men of the state will be trained in the vari- 
ous mechanical arts that go towards making 
up the different trades of the world. 

This is well. In fact, it should have 
been done years ago; but though the bless- 
ing comes late, it is not too late, and we 
predict excellent results from the school. 

The late esteemed general assembly re- 
fused to establish a system of practical edu- 
cation for the girls. This refusal was made 
conspicuous by reason of the fact that just 
two years before it had organized a tech- 
nological school for the practical training of 
our boys. It seems difficult to understand 
how our legislators could reconcile their 
yote against the female system with their 
vote in favor of the male system; life, how- 
ever, is too short to stop to fathom the mo- 
tives of a Georgia legislator. We know 
that they absolutely refused todo anything 
for the girls. 

The duty and obligation resting upon 
those excellent people engaged in instruct- 
ing our girls is made doubly onerous by the 
refusal of the Jast general assembly to do 
what every one wanted it to do. Upon 
‘them rests the duty of training in the pric- 
tical arts the gix)s under their control, of in- 
structing them in cooking, sewing, butter 


© — making, dress making, nursing, and, in 
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fact, every occupation that society has de- 
creed it is woman’s province either to do 
or superintend. Our very excellent schools 
heretofore have consumed some very valu- 
able time in giving our daughters a smatter- 
ing of French that is spoken everywhere 
save in Paris, in learning them to thump 
the piano to the great detriment of the 
peace of mind of the neighborhood, in 
short, in giving them what their yearly an- 
mouncements are pleased to denominate 
feminine accomplishments. 

We make no objection to a girl receiving 
every polite grace and accomplishment that 
it is in the power of nan or woman to be- 
stow, but we seriously and earnestly pro- 
test againstthe consumption of that time 
devoted to education in learning ‘“‘accom- 
plishments”’ tothe exclusion of everything 
else. ; 
Every woman should understand tho:e 
practical arts that belong exclusively to her 
sphere. It is not because that some day she 
may be compelled by misfortune to do those 
things with her own hand, but because no 
woman is fit forthe high duties of wife- 
dom: and motherhood who has not some 


. _ knowledge of these matters. If she can 
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cook, can sew, churn and perform creditably 
other hofischold and domestic duties, she is 
just so much better equipped for the re- 
sponsibilities of the position she will in- 
time be called to occupy. There is no use 
in arguing this matter, the truth of the bus- 
iness is axiomatic, and is patent to every- 
one. There is only one thing that ought 
to be mentioned, and that is that the wom- 
an or girl who thinks it is contrary to good 
form or beneath respectable raising to learn 
these matters is not very apt to contribute 
to anyone’s happiness, and in the end is 
sure to become a discontented, unhappy 
creature. 

In this age of-work, when civilization 
has chanced the pogition of our sexes, and 
made work the prerogative of woman as well 
@s man, it is the duty of those who have in 
charge the education of our girls to equip 
them for life’s work. And proper instruc- 
tion in these practical matters will be 
worth, in the end, more to her than all her 
French and music, no matter how good her

The crown prince is a man of most excel- 
lent character and reputation, and is greatly 
beloved by the German people. Between 
fifty and sixty years of age, he has all the 
solidity and conservatism that belongs to 
that age, and gave every promise of worthi- 
ly filling the duties of the great position he 
would succeed to on the death of his father, 
Emperor William. The great old kaiser,

Captain Howell and Mr. Grady Have a 
Word to the People. 

To my Fellow-citizens: Prohibition has been 
defeated in Fulton county. : 

I did my best towards the accomplishment 
of this end, and in having done so feel that I 
was but doing my duty asa citizen in ridding 
the people of my county of a law which was 
buta mere sentiment, and which was almost as 
openly violated and as thoroughly ineffective 
as if no such law had been adopted. My op- 
position tos continuance of the experiment 
was based principally on the fact that the use 
of the articles sought to be prohibited was as 
general as ever under the prohibitory law, and 
that the city was forced to lose the revenue 
derived from the legal sale and manufacture 
of the same within its limits, without deriving 
any benefit from the operation of a law which 
did not accomplish what its advocates 
proposed. Excluding, as it did, the legal sale 
of wines and liquors eyen for medicinal or 
sacramental purposes, I thought the law too 
extreme, and assisted in its defeat rather than 


- see the county openly and publicly violating 


it. 

Being satisfied that the law neither prosper- 
edthe city nor diminished the amounts of 
intoxicating drinks used, I.opposed it, in hopes 
that by a strict and well regulated system, the 
sale of these articles of general use could be 
restricted and kept within legitimate bounds. 

Iam as much opposed to the indiscriminate 
sale of liquor as I am to the prohibition which 
Atlanta has had. This has been my platform 
and I haye tried te make myself clear and 
positive on this point. To the people 
of Atlanta I will say again that 
I heartily favor all proper _ restric- 
tions to the sale ofliquors. To this I am 
pledged, and to this the good anti-prohibition- 
ists of the city are pledged; and to this I, with 
them, willstand. The trade has its advant- 
ages as wellasits disadvantages. We must 
derive the benefit of the former and see that the 
latter is carefully guarded. 

This is the platform on which Atlanta must 
and will unite, 

A word about my partners. I have differed 
from them on this question, and I know that 
they have been prompted by the same con- 
sciousness of duty which caused me to so dif- 
fer. Ilove Henry Grady asa brother, and no 
one appreciates more highly than I his noble 
and unselfish devotion to our. city; 
no one. knows betterthan I his earnestness 
and faithful attachment to her a#velfare. 
Mr. Hemphill and Mr. Inman.are as true and 
tried citizens as Atlanta has, and are among 
my warmest @hd closest personal friends. 
Nothing that has occurred during this cam- 
paign could mar the relations existing between 
us. The only regret that I have about the 
campaign is that I found it necessary to differ 
with them, but I am confident that they will 
now join hands with me in carrying out the 
purposes as expressed above.

PLANT THE TREES, 


And Make Georgia Beautiful With Groves 
Arbor Imy. 

Eprrors Consrrrvriow:—The governor of 
Georgia has designates Friday, December 2d, 
as Arbor day. It is a good time of the year to 
transplant trees, and as the recent killing frost 
has stopped the flow of sap, trees can be safely 
set out in any part of the state on the designated 
day. It is earnestly hoped that the good people 
of Georgia, and particularly the teachers and 
pupils of our excellent schools, will respond 
with enthusiasm to the suggestions of Gover- 
nor Gordon, and thaton the 2d of December 
at least one hundred thousand useful or orna- 
mental trees will be planted in the empire 
state of the south. 

It is pleasantto know that Tur Constitv 
tron has from time to time called attention to 
this importayt matter, and it is not unreason- 
able to suppose that the time is not distant 
when *‘the old red hills of Georgia” will be 
known only in song and story. 

A general day for trbe-pladtineg, known as 
Arbor-day, was first suggested by ex-Governor 
Morton, of Nebraska, with the hope of re- 
foresting the treeless prairies. of the north- 
west, and it is estimated that 12,000,000 trees 
were set out on the first day. Since that time 
many hundreds of millions have been planted 
in the different states of the great northwest, 
and on the once arid plains of that vast coun- 
try the rainfall is now as regular and fructi- 
fying as it is in England. 

The idea has rapidly spread through the 
country, and ev@n to Japan. In many states 
Arbor day has been ‘made a legal bctiday: I 
trust it may become so in the southern states 
—-because since the supply of white pine is 
practically exhausted the great lumber syndi- 
cates are buying or contracting for the ‘‘stump- 
age’’ of millions of acres of southern land and 
rapidly removing their. costly plants to the 
south. Now, it takes about 170 years for our 
southern pines to become merchantable. and 
vet they are sold for about ten cents each, or 
on ‘log-rolling’ days reduced to ashes in an 
hour! It will be a hundred years before the 
child will be born who will live to see even a 
portion of these noble forests replaced. Today 
powerful English companies are cutting the 
timber of the mountains near Knoxville and 
shipping the products to New York and _ Lon- 
don. Is ita matter of wonder that the city of 
Augusta has been thrice under water this year? 

The Hon. C. R. Pringle introduced in our 
recent legislature a bill for the protection of 
the forests of this state and the reforesting of 
our worft out lands; it failed for want of time 
to give it intelligent consideration. 

Now then, what we at present hope to do, is 
by the voluntary work of the . people—chiefly 
by the planting of shade trees in our towns 
and villages, and 1 trust Imay be pardoned 
for makiug a few suggestions in this direction. 

Fortunately the athluent flora of the sonth 
gives us the most beautiful trees in the world 
for this purpose, and almost without cost. § 

As to the kind of trees to be planted, they 
may be classed about in this order: elm, wil- 
low, oak, maple, common oak, sweet gum, 
hickory, black walnut, sycamore, etc., besides 
the various ornamental trees for private or 
public grounds, as magnolia, bay, cedar, creek 
myrtle, etc., etc. For the planting of trees on 
December 2d, the holes should be dug at once, 
the wider and deeper the better; surface soil 
on one side and clay on_ the other. 
Shade trees, abont the size of 
a gun barrel, and without topping, but with 
plenty of roots which have not been mangled 
orcut. Plant the trees as nearly as a as 
they were in their homes, fill in with the sur- 
face soil first and then red clay afterwards, all 

mixed [with nature’s fertilizers—leaves. A 
substantial stake to prevent wabbling in the 
gusty winds, and on the streets Ja cheap tree 
guard—as a protection from the mule of the 
matutional milkman. My word for it those 
slender trees will soon become your pets, and, 
in a few years reward you with their gracious 
genuflections and their grateful shade for you 
and your children and children’s children. 

Last season thousands of trees were planted 
on Arbor day in the cities and villages of 
Florida, and as I write the people’ of Chatta- 
noogaare carrying forward an intelligent and 
coinprehensive plan for beautifying that city. 
Mr. Goulding writes me that they willhave a 
good report for the joint meeting of the Amer- 
ican and thegSouthern Forestry congress in 
Atlanta next autumn. Let ushope that Geor- 
gia Will not lag behind in this good work.

“I shall be very glad,’"’ said Mr. Rich, “to furnish 
any information to Tu& CoNsTITUTION In my power, 
although I had no idea of making my departure 
known at this time, but itis hard to keep anything 
trom the vigi'ance of your wide-awake paper, How- 
ever, tothe point. It has been our intention, for 
some time past, to give personal atieution and su- 
pervision to our importations, which are increasing 
largely from year to year. We have, heretofore, 
placed our foreign orders with buyers abroad who

efforts to please them our customers have rewarded

“What class of goods will you import?” 

“Principally carpets, curtains and draperies, silks, 
dress goods, laces, linens, hosiery, fancy household 
goods, and many articles of dress that can be bought 
direct at a big saving of money.

THE SUPREME COURT. 
Decisions Rendered During the 
Week. 


REPORT OF DECISIONS BY J. H. LUMPKIN 


Supreme Court Reporter—Hon. L. E. Bleck 
ley, Chief Justice, and Hons. M. H, Bland- 
ford and T. J. Simmons, Associates. 


Decisions Rendered November 23, 1887. 
Callaway, ex’r, vs. Bridges, adm’r, et al. 
Equity, from Oglethorpe. Guardian and 
ward. Arbitration and award. Res adjudi- 
cator. Fraud. Minors. (Before Judge 


Lumpkin.) 

Simons J.—1. Although ao guardian of a 
minor may have colluded with the $surety on 
her bond and and purchased from him, with 
the funds of the minor, under an order obtain- 
ed for that purposes, a tract of land of little 
value and containing a less number of acres 
than the amount mentioned in the deed, yet 
where her successor in office submitted the 
matters between them to arbitration, claming 
an amount of money and electing to abide by 
the contract made by the former guardian, 


upon the matters submitted to them, he was 
bound thereby and could not, as guardian, file 
a bill bringing the same -matter into contro- 
versy, he not alleging in the bill that he was 
ignorant of the fraud at the time he agreed to 
the submission to arbitration. 

2. Where an application is made by a guar- 
dian to the judge of the superior court for 
leave to invest money of his ward in land, it is 
not necessary to have a guardian ad litem ap- 
pointed for the minor ward. 

(a.) Where the order allowingfsuch invest- 
ment was attacked, not only on the ground 
that no guardian ad litem had been appointed, 
but also on the ground that it was illegal, be- 
ing the result of fraudulent collusion between 
the former guardian and the surety on her 
bond; that she only intended thereby to se- 
eure a home for herself and her family; and 
that the vendor transferred an almost worth- 
less piece of land at a very exorbitant price, 
knowing when the order was granted that the 
price was unreasonable, unjust, illegal and 
inequitable, there was no error in overruling a 
demurrer to that portion of the bill. 

Judgment reversed.

defendant named therein resisted the levy of 
such fi. fa. by a constable, in whose hands it 
was placed, he was not guilty of obstructing, 
resisting and opposing such officer in executing

The 
evidence was sufficient to have authorized his 
conviction upon all the counts, and a verdict 
finding him guilty of uttering a forged paper 
was demanded by the evidence. . Nor was 
there any variance between the proof and the 
allegations in the indictment. 

2. Where a forged draft was made payable 
to the order of the defendant, and he indorsed 
it, this was sufticient evidence of his inten- 
tion. to defraud the drawees thereby.

Bryant vs. State. Murder, from Madison. 

Criminal law. Evidence. Dying . declara- 

tions. Charge of court. New trial. Venue. 

(Before Judge Lumpkin.) 

Biandford, J.—1. Where the evidence: 
showed that, on acertain Monday evening, a 
person was carried ;to the jail under a charge 
of burglary, and there incarcerated, but no 
warrant was produced, and it was not stated 
who carried him there, and where it appgared 
that he showed signs of having been beaten, 
and died from the effects of the wound on 
Wednesday of the following week, and where, 
on the Friday after his incarceration, he sta- 
ted that he was going to die, and thata clan 
of men had taken him and whipped him with 
a buggy trace, defendant being one of the 
crowd, there was no error in admitting these 
statements as dying declarations, although 
the witness who narrated them testified that 
he thought the deceased was in no particular 
danger when he made the statements, and al- 
though a certain doctor, who was sent for on 
Monday before he died, testified to the effect 
that he thought he would have recovered 
under proper treatment. 

2. If it was error to charge as to man- 
slaughter and its different grades, it did not 
hurt the defendant, but was a benefit to him 

3.. Newly-discovered evidence of a person 
who was present in court at the trial assisting 
the defendant in selecting a jury, but who was 
not introduced as a witness, furnishes no 
ground for a new trial. 

(a.) Where one ground’of a motion fora 
new trial was the newly-discovered evidence 
of a person who was present at the time of the 
commission of the offense, and who would tes- 
tify that the defendant did not engage in it; 
and where the defendant knew this as well be- 
fore the trial as afterwards, and it did not ap- 
pear that he made any effort to procure the 
attendance of the witness, or moved for a con- 
tinuance on the ground of his absence, there 
was no error in refusing a new. trial on that 
ground. ) 

4. Where, in addition to a statement ina 
dying declaration that the offense was cém@- 
mitted in the county where’ the trial took 
place, it was also stated that the deceased was 
taken at a certain named store and was 
whipped ‘‘over there,’’ in certain woods, there 
was sufficient evidence as to the venue with- 
out. relying upon the dying declarations to 
prove it.
